The primary reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of a comestible 
composition and Markush group of cellulosic material as an encapsulated material. The 
cited reference does not teach a comestible composition comprising long chain alcohol 
having diameter of less than about 200 urn encapsulated in a cellulosic material.
